The Council considered that these lists would be of interest to 
members of the society and others, and therefore decided to publish 
them. It is recognised that there are many other plants of some 
local economie importance which have not been included in the first 
list, e.g., trees yielding timber used for fencing-posts or fuel, flow- 
ering-plants whose seeds are collected for local cultivation or ex- 
port, and shrubs and grasses which are eaten by stock. 

The vernacular names given in the lists are those which the 
Committee recommends for use in this State. Those for endemic 
plants are in almost every case names already widely known in the 
State, though in some few cases where the same plant is known by 
more than one vernacular name the Committee has chosen the one 
that seemed most suitable. Of the alien plants only a few have 
acquired local vernacular names and these have been adopted by
